POLICE DOG

FOUR-HOUR SURGERY 

Taken to Herrick Hospital, Ser- 
geant Lindh was in surgery for 
four hours after ‘the shooting. 
Bullets are imbedded in his femur 
and pelvic bone, but no attempt 
has been made to remove them. 
His condition is “fairly good.” 

The two, men, who are still at 
large as this is written, are white 
and in their early 20’s. One is 
slender with dark. hair combed 
straight back, and was wearing 
a purplish-blue cotton shirt with 
white figures, gray trousers and 
no coat or hat. His companion, 
somewhat taller, is described as 
about 5 foot 8 or 9, husky shoul- 
dered, “dirty blonde” hair, wear- 
ing a buff-colored textured shirt; 
khaki pants, no coat or hat. They 
are well-armed for it is believed 
they have Sergeant Lindh’s re- 
volver as well as their own. 

Albany police have asked any- 
one finding clothing of the de- 
| scription. above or. a Colt 357 
Magnum revolver with six inch 
barrel (serial number 11246) to 
report it to them immediately.
